The City of Mountain View and members of the local community responded to

Mountain View the September 11 tragedies in New York City, Washington D.C. and Pennsylva-
Community nia by joining together in events and by making individual contributions to the
recovery efforts. In addition, the City made plans for the future that will help
RCSPOHdS to ensure the community’s safety and aid in the healing process.
September 11 Shortly following the events of September 11, the City began collecting expres-

sions of sympathy, hope and healing written by local residents. These notes will
be bound into a Community Remembrance Book and will eventually be donated
to a national memorial site. More than 300 individual messages were collected.
At the same time, the City placed a 40 by 60 ft. 48-star antique U.S. flag on display in the City Hall Rotunda.
The flag remained in City Hall for a period of 30 days, in memory of those killed that day and as a sign of
unity with the nation.

Along with other cities in Santa Clara and San Mateo Counties, Mountain View sent personnel to help in
the rescue effort in New York City.

Housing Element Update

On October 17, the Environmental Planning
Commission (EPC) adopted recommendations
for updating the City’s Housing Element, the
part of the City’s General Plan devoted to
meeting Mountain View’s future

housing needs. The recommen-

dations are the result of a review

process that began last January.

Since that time, the EPC has

held nearly a dozen study

sessions, working sessions

and public hearings to gather

public input and discuss local

housing issues.

The EPC review of the Housing

Element included consideration

of housing programs such as

landlord/tenant mediation, programs for
maintaining and improving the quality of
existing housing, and issues related to finding
locations for new housing within the City.

The EPC recommendations include identifica-
tion of ten potential rezoning sites for new hous-
ing in the City, as well as potential policy changes

in existing housing assistance programs.

The recommendations are part of a draft
Housing Element that was reviewed by the
City Council in November and is expected
to be approved sometime
in December.

Following the Council’s
approval of the draft Housing
Element, the document is
slated for review by the State’s
Housing and Community
Development Department
(HCD). Once it is certified

by the State, it will be
returned to the City Council
for final approval.

City Moves Forward on Studio
Efficiency Housing Project

The City moved forward with plans for a studio
efficiency housing project at the intersection of
California Street and San Antonio Road with the
selection of architects to design the project and
environmental consultants to prepare the envi-
ronmental analysis.

The project will provide units between 250 and
325 sq. ft. in size for low-income residents who
earn approximately 25 to 45 percent of the Coun-
ty’s median income. The housing will be built on
a 1.69-acre parcel of City-owned land called the
San Antonio Loop.

KodamaDiseno, an architectural firm with
extensive experience designing quality affordable
housing, has been selected to design the 110 to
130-unit project. On September 24, the architects
met with community members at a public work-
shop to gather input in order to begin developing
design concepts for the project. Another public
workshop to discuss the preliminary architectural
elevations, site plan, floor plans and landscaping
is slated for January 2002

Environmental Science Associates has been select-
ed to conduct the environmental analysis of the

project. The analysis will consider potential envi-
ronmental impacts such as traffic, air quality,
noise and zoning.

The architectural and site design for the project,
along with the environmental analysis, will be
reviewed at public hearings with the Zoning
Administrator and the City Council as part of
the process of issuing a Planned Community
Permit for the project. Council consideration of
the Permit is tentatively expected sometime in
March or April 2002.

Construction of the project is scheduled to begin
in December 2002, assuming the project is suc-
cessful in obtaining Federal tax credit financing.
Once construction is underway, a process will be
established for selecting tenants for the project.
Persons who have lived in Mountain View for at
least six months or have worked in the City for
at least one year will be given preference in rent-
ing units.

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FEMA-sponsored search and rescue team made up of specialists from the local area. In addition, the
Mountain View Firefighters Association and Police Officers Association unions established funds to
collect money for the families of New York public safety officers killed during rescue operations. To date,
the funds have collected more than $67,000.

Since September 11, Mountain View has also taken steps to strengthen and enhance the City’s emergency
preparedness plans. Mountain View’s Office of Emergency Preparedness in the Fire Department has not
only re-examined existing plans, but has developed additional emergency training that can serve the
community in any disaster. (See page 3 for details.)

Finally, Mountain View began making plans to aid in the healing process. The City’s Human Relations
Commission has been working with local groups and community members to create a community-wide
event promoting understanding and dialogue between and among Mountain View’s diverse population.

Emergency Preparedness Is An Ongoing Effort

The Office of Emergency Services reminds everyone that being prepared for emergencies, no matter what
the cause, is essential. You can help by becoming part of one of the City’s Community Emergency Response
Teams, which have been organized to help residents and neighborhoods respond to emergencies and disasters.

Recent events in our country have focused atten-
tion on the need for emergency preparedness
both nationally and locally. The City of Mountain
View’s Office of Emergency Ser-
vices (OES) in the Fire Department
coordinates Mountain View’s long-
standing readiness efforts by focus-
ing on maintaining the security of
critical City facilities and
infrastructure, and by providing information and
education to the public about what to do before,
during and after an emergency.

In response to recent events, the OES has taken
several steps to ensure that the City is prepared
for a wide range of emergencies. The City has

formed a special response task force to
@ coordinate preparedness efforts City-

: wide. Fire and Police personnel are
g' scheduled to receive expanded training,

and additional training is planned for
all City employees and Community Emergency
Response Team (CERT) members.

The City continues to provide the public with
important preparedness information through
presentations to neighborhood associations,
schools, churches, and businesses. The City’s
web site is also being updated to include more
information about emergency preparedness
and response.

As part of Mountain View’s ongoing preparations,
the City maintains an all-hazard emergency plan
that provides guidelines for responding to poten-
tial natural and man-made disasters. Mountain
View’s emergency plan is part of a larger, intergov-
ernmental plan that can be activated at any time.
As part of the plan, the City works with Federal,
State and other local jurisdictions to help ensure
that cooperation and coordination will occur dur-
ing an emergency. Also, the City conducts at least
one emergency exercise to test the emergency plan
each year.

Miramonte Water Main Project Underway

This fall, the City began construction on a project to replace an aging water main that runs from the
Miramonte Pump Station on Miramonte Avenue to Central Expressway. The project will replace the old
16-inch pipe with a new 24-inch pipe that will improve the flow of water from the Miramonte Reservoir
into the City system. The new pipe will also create more flexibility within the water system, making it eas-
ier to move water to where it’s most needed.

The project is approximately two miles in length and is expected to take about one year to complete.
Work will occur primarily on Miramonte Avenue and Shoreline Boulevard, from Villa Street to Yardis
Court. A limited amount of work will also take place on Villa Street near downtown and other side streets
throughout the length of the project.

Because the project is expected to affect traffic and noise in the construction area, the City is taking these
steps to minimize the impacts.

* The work will be done in phases, beginning at the north end near the CalTrain tracks and moving south.
+ Work at major intersections will occur at night and/or on weekends to avoid heavy traffic.

+ The contractor is required to deliver a written notice to each property owner affected by construction
before work begins.

+ Lane closures will be required on Miramonte Avenue and Shoreline Boulevard. At least one lane of traf-
fic will remain open in each direction, except for a short section of Miramonte Avenue (south of El
Camino Real), which will be closed for some weekend work. Work hours will be controlled to avoid
lane closures when traffic volumes are high.

+ Work hour restrictions may be utilized to help minimize noise impacts to residential neighborhoods
near the construction.

+ Efforts will be made to avoid construction adjacent to schools while they are in session.

+ The contractor will be required to work closely with any businesses impacted by the construction to
ensure access by customers.

+ Mitigation measures are being developed to ensure that the construction near the Mountain View
Police/Fire Administration building will have a minimal effect on Department operations.

After hours and on
weekends, call the Emergency Communications
Center at (650) 903-6395.

Do not touch downed power lines. Assume all
downed power lines are dangerous and call both
911 and PG&E at 1-800-743-5000 immediately.
Also, tune to your local radio station for power
outage updates.

Plant a Tree for Arbor Day

The City of Mountain View will celebrate Arbor Day on March 16,
2002 with a variety of events, including tree planting. The City plans
to make approximately 100 new trees available to individual resi-
dents this year for planting on their property. The planting event is
part of a reforestation effort that began in the early 1990s, when the
City distributed more than 500 new trees for residents to plant
throughout Mountain View.

Residents who wish to participate in the tree planting must fill out
and submit the request form included in this issue of The View by
January 18,2002 and agree to plant and maintain the tree on their
property. If the number of requests for trees exceeds the number of
trees available, names will be drawn at random. The City will deliver
the tree of choice to eligible residents on March 9, 2002.

Residents may choose from five varieties of trees.

* The Red Maple is a deciduous tree that requires full sun, steady watering and will grow to 50 feet with
leaves that range from yellow to red in the fall.

* The Krauter Plum is a deciduous tree that requires full sun, moderate watering, grows to 20 feet and
blooms with light pink flowers.

* The Crepe Myrtle is a deciduous tree that requires full sun, little watering, grows to 30 feet and blooms
with white to red flowers.

* The Coast Live Oak is an evergreen that requires full sun, little watering, grows to 50 feet and is a
California native.

* The Chinese Pistache is a deciduous tree that requires full sun, moderate watering, grows to 60 feet with
leaves that turn red, yellow and orange in the fall.

Mountain View Police Chief
Michael R. Maehler ended his
38-year law enforcement
career in October when he
retired from the Mountain
View Police Department.
Maehler had served as the
City’s top law enforcement
officer since August 1995.

Under Maehler’s leadership,
the Police Department has
completed its transition to a
community-oriented policing
philosophy, which focuses on
building partnerships
between Police Officers and community groups. During the past six years,
Chief Maehler has also emphasized the importance of community outreach
programs such as Neighborhood Watch, the Citizens’ Police Academy, and
the award-winning Dreams and Futures program for Mountain View youth.
The close working relationship between the Police Department and the com-
munity is one of the factors that has helped contribute to one of the lowest
crime rates in the City’s history.

The City is currently completing its recruitment and selection of a new Police
Chief. Maehler will continue to serve as the interim Chief until his successor
has been announced sometime in early in December. ()

In addition to community-oriented policing, Maehler has also been
committed to maintaining a high level of professionalism in the Police
Department, resulting in national accreditation through the Commission on
Accreditation for Law Enforcement Agencies (CALEA). Mountain View is
only one of five law enforcement agencies in the State of California to be
accredited by the CALEA.

Mountain View’s newly renovated Adobe Building, located at 157 Moffett
Boulevard, can now be rented by the public for events ranging from weddings
to corporate meetings. The historic building has been completely renovated
and celebrated its reopening on September 29, 2001.

NASA/Moffett Update

NASA Ames Research Center is continuing the environmental review of its
proposed development plan for Moffett Federal Airfield, which it started more
than one year ago. Five possible development scenarios are being evaluated,
ranging from maintaining the status quo to the development of 5 million
square feet of research and development space, university housing, and light
industrial and office space, as well as the renovation of existing space.

The Draft Environmental Impact Statement (DEIS) for the project is sched-
uled for public release in December 2001. When the DEIS is released, there
will be a public review and comment period during which time it will be
placed on the Mountain View City Council agenda for review and comment.
Final approval of NASA’s development plans is expected in late 2002.

Flood Protection Information

This article discusses flood hazards within the City
of Mountain View, and suggests possible actions
that may be taken to protect persons and property.

Twelve percent of the city is located within special
flood hazard areas. Flooding in these areas is
caused by tidal flooding from the Bay and flood-
ing from Permanente Creek. In the last five years,
there was one incident of flooding from Perma-
nente Creek in an undeveloped area located
north of Amphitheatre Parkway. The levee over-
topped by floodwaters was subsequently repaired.
Although most properties located within special
flood hazard areas were unaffected by recent
storms, it is prudent to be prepared in the event
of a more severe storm.

Flood Safety. There are several actions residents
of flood hazard areas can take to decrease the
potential of injury due to flooding.

*+ Do not walk through flowing waters.
+ Do not drive through a flooded area.

» Don’t drive around road barriers; the road or
bridge may be washed out.

+ Stay away from power lines and electrical wires.

+ Have your electricity turned off by the Power
Company. Don’t use appliances or motors that
have gotten wet unless they have been taken
apart, cleaned and dried.
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* Look before you step. Floors and stairs that have
been covered with mud can be very slippery.

* Be alert for gas leaks. Use a flashlight to inspect
for damage. Don’t smoke or use candles,
lanterns, or open flames unless you know the
gas has been turned off and the area has been
ventilated.

Flood Insurance. Standard homeowner’s insur-
ance policies do not cover losses due to floods.
However, the City of Mountain View is a partici-
pant in the National Flood Insurance Program,
which makes it possible for property owners to
obtain federally-backed flood insurance. This
insurance is available to any owner of insurable
property (a building or its contents). Tenants
may also insure their personal property against
flood loss. The actual cost of insurance will vary
depending upon the amount of coverage and
degree of flood hazard. This insurance is required
in certain instances, such as the purchase of a
home with a federally-backed mortgage.

Property Protection Measures. There are vari-
ous actions that can be taken to floodproof struc-
tures. Electrical panel boxes, furnaces, water
heaters and washer/dryers should be elevated or
relocated to a location less likely to be flooded.
Basement floor drains and interior and exterior
backwater valves can be installed, and interior
floodwalls can be placed around utilities.

If flooding is likely, and time permits, move

essential items and furniture to the upper floors
of your home. Keep materials like sandbags, ply-
wood, plastic sheeting, and lumber handy for
emergency waterproofing. This action will help
minimize the amount of damage caused by
floodwaters.

Food Map Information. The City will provide
the public, lending institutions, real estate agents
and insurance agents with the flood map infor-
mation indicated below upon request. You can
call (650) 903-6311 during normal business
hours or visit the Public Works Department at
City Hall for the following information.
